[SENECA has obferved, and that juflly, that a great man 
Rruggling with adverfity, end bearing its attacks with 
fortitude, is a fight worthy of the gods, But a fight as 
jnterefting, if vot more fo,.is that of a virtuous mind, 
opprefied by calumny, with the ability to elude its 
fhafts, yet cheerfully oppofiog irfelf to their force for 
fome fecret but worthy purpofe.----The following tela- 
tion will illuficate the truth of this remark :-~--] 


FOUQUET,, intendant of the finances to Louis 
Fourteench, after living in the greateft fplendor, 
enjoying the unlimited favor and confidence of 
his mafter, and feeing his levees crowded by the 
firt nobles i land, fel! into difgrace, and was 
fent tthe Baftile. He experienced the com ion 
fate of all favorites in diftrefs; forfaken by bis 
friends, and perfecuted by his foes, the courtiers 
in general viewed his rain with plefure, and char- 
itably refolved tocomplete his deitruétion, The 
envious and the difappointed had found means to 
prejudice his fovereign apes him, and his dif- 
pleafure was the fignal of hatred and perfecution 
te the fawning crew that furrounded his throne. 
Adalation is coeval with monarchy; and no King 
probably ever deferved implicit obedience from 
his fubje&s more than Lewis the Fourteenth, on 
whom nature had conferred every quality that 
could excite awe, or command refpect ; the majcf- 
of his perfon, feemed one of his firt claims to 
ignty. It has been wemarked, that but ve- 
few of thole who were f unfortunate co incur 
e difpleafure of this Prince could furvive the lofs 
his favor. Fouquet is one of the few, He was 
well aware, howevér, of the extreme danger to 
hich he was expofed; and among an infinity of 
otives for ferious apprehenfion, the intendant 
warded the examination of his papers as one of 
mof certain caufes of his ruin. This confide- 
mtion greatly increafed the anxiety oceafioned by 
is confinement ; if he could have deftroyed thole 
foi unate papers previous to his detention, he 
ould not have fo much dreaded the machinations 
his enémies, however ingenioufly formed, or 
inveterately purfucd. 

dn the midit of thefe alarms for his fituation, he 
ceived the dreadful mews that Peliffon, his fe- 
rtary, and his friend, had openly declared him- 
fhis accafer, and wes foon to be confronted 
ith him. Shocked at the intelligence, his cour- 
ge forfook him, and he gave way to defpair. 
This a&tion of Peliffon’s foon made a noife in 
world, and excited the moft lively fenfations 
tefentment in the minds of the public, who 
dom interefl themfelves in the fate of the unfor- 
te.

At length the day arrived on whichPeliffon was 
to prefer his accufation, and incur the atrocious | 
fin of ingratitude, The doors of the Bakile ae | 
opened to him; he is confromved with has mafler, | 
who exclaims, “* Ah Peliffon, is it you? Are you 
my enemy, too?—Alas! 1 miftook you for my 
friend !""—T he fecretary, far from being difcon- 
certed at this exclamation, began to fulfil the tafk 
he had undertaken, with all the inypudenee of the 
mo hardened calumniator; he taxed Fowquet with 
crimes which were totally deflitute of foundation, 
and which be haltened to contradidt, with the 
manly firmness of coafcious innocence. ** That, 
is not true,” faid he, interrupting Peliffyn,“ you 
are an imppfor, a detefiable lyar! cam you ad-— 
vance faliehoods thus tale pnd. nat eiste-nish | 
thame ?”—*“" Oh,” reptied Pe on, ‘whofe counte. | 
nance betrayed the moft violent indigmasion, * you | 
would not dare tocontradift me with fo mach af- 
furance, if you did not know thet your papers 
were burnt.” 

Thefe lat words flathed convidlion on the mind 
of Fouquet, who immediately perceived the wo 
derful addrefs of Peliffon, and the generofiyyfof' 
his foul. -He perceived that his fecretary, firm| 
and unfhaken in his friendfhip, had burned his. 
papers, and had conceived the defign—the only, 
one that could poflily be adopted—of becoming | 
his accufer in order to gain adminance-to his in- | 
acceffible prifon, that he might make him ac- 
quainted with the important fervice he had ren- 
dered him. The intendant, athamed of his unjuit 
{afpiciens, and anxious to make amends for them, 
caft a look on Peliffon, which eave him to ende-r- 
ftand that he had perfeétly underitood him, and | 
was penetrated with the molt lively fenfations of 
gratitade for his conduc. 

The feeretary, feeling the completeft fatisfac- 
tion at the fuccefs of his proje&, fill continued 
to expofe himfelf to the fcorn and iodignation of 
the public. ConQdered as the bufeft of mankind,

Whenever his friends expatiated on 
his unfhaken firmnefs, and extraordinary heroifm, | 
the worthy ftoic replied—-‘‘ That man muft ap- 
pear of little confequence in his own eyes, whofe 
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moral exillence depends merely on the opinions of 
others! Itis oumplace to fx a juit value on ovr- 
felves before others attempt to appreciate us. 1 
did but fofil my duty in feeving a man to whom I 
did not chufe to be an impotent or ufelefs friend : 
the title of friend impofes on thd¥e.w ho bear it el 
fential obligations, which } have endeavored to 
difchirge; I have given more than my dies I 
have fuffered myfelf to be polluted by the impusa- 
tion of vice and difhonor, becaufe it was the on- 
ly means of ferving the friend 1 loved. What 
made me amends for the mean opinion which the 
public entertained of me?—The good opinion I 
entertained of myfelf. That paid me amply for 
the effe&s of prejudice which was founded in in- 
jaflice. Virtue is but mental fortitude ; and | ex- 
erted the whole of mine, to be able to brave che 
epinicn of all mankind. Younow fee, there are 
eccafions which require a man to raife himfeif 
above that /olemn judgment to which every human 
being mut generally fubmit. You muft permit 
me, however, to give you one piece of advice. 
Another time be lefs prompt to decide on the mer- 
its of a man who enjoys fome reputation for prob- 
ity 5 and be «ffurec, that he never can be on a fad- 
den converted into the vile of rogues. The friend 
of Fouquet could not aé in a manner fo contrary 
to his natural di/pofition.” at 

Philolophy —adds the relator of this anecdove— 
will have attained its highet degree of perfection, 
when it fhall have enforced the conviétion: That 
virtue is inknitely fuperior to talents. By virtue 
alonecan the duties we owe to fociety, and to 
oughlves, be properly difcharged. 





WASHINGTON COMPARED WITH TI-s. 


MOLEON. 

“IF I wereto fele& the charadler, among the 
great men of antiquity, exhibiting the nearelt re- 
iemblance to Wathington, it would be Timoleon ; 
memorable for the defeace and deliverance of Si- 
cily, from external and ingernal foes; for the ef- 
tablithment of civility and order ; and for the quiet 
enjoyment, to a reverend and honorable old age, 
of the rewards of his virtuous labors in the bofem 
of a grateful people.—To that degree did he en- 
Joy the affections of the Sicilians, fays his biogra- 
pher, that no war feemed concluded, no laws en- 
a@ted, no political regulation made in a proper 
manner, unlefs revifed and touched by him, He 
was the mafter builder who put the laft hand to 
the work, and beftowed upon it a happy elegance 
and perfe@ion ; though at that time Greece boaft- 
ed of a number of great men, whole atchievments 
were highly diftingaithed. Timotheus, Agefilaus, 
Pelopidas and Epaminondas, (the laft of whom 
Timoleon principally vied with in the race of 
glory) yet in this they differ from Timoijeon, that 
we difcover in their attions a certain labor and ef- 
fort which diminifhes their luflre, and fome of 
them afforded room for cenfure, and were fol- 
lowed by repentance or remorfe. 

*« His trophies coft his fellowscitizens no tears, 
nor put any of themin mourning ; and yet in lefs 
then eight years he delivered Sicily from its in- 


| teRine miferies and diflempers, and rettored i 


the native inhabitents. His military labors fin+ 
ifhed, he returned to Syracufe, and bid down 
his command; excufing himfelf to the peoph 
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from any further fervice, as he had brought their af- 
fairs to a happy conclufion, His old age was cherithed as 
that of a common father, He died of a flight illnefs, co- 
operating with length of years, His funeral was attended 
by many thoufands of men aod Women, crowned with 
garlands, and cloathed in white, The lamentations min- 
gled with the praifes of the decealed, evinced that the 
honors paid him was not a matter of courfe, or in compli- 
ance with a duty enjoined, but the teftimony of real for- 
row and fincere affection.” [ Davis’sEulogy. 





CURIOUS LITERARY CHARACTER, 


DIED, at Amflerdam, Mr, Innoven Vaw Dam, late 
Secretary to the Conful of American Poffeffions, and one 
who may be ranked among the greatest Juerary men of Eu- 
rope. His exterior figure diflinguifhed him from most 
other men; he was fmall of faire, thort of body, high 
breaited, very hump backed, his head reclining dowo- 
wards, his nole extremely long his mouth one of the wi- 
deft, and his eyes penetrating ; and this Gogular machine 
‘was supported by two laths, inflead of legs. Such was 
the habitation of a foul which was too great for its confi- 
ned limits. 

He fpoke almost all the living languages as fluently as 
his mother tongue. He was aifo tkitledimthe Greek, He- 
brew and Latio laaguages, as well as in feveral of the {ci- 
ences, Inall that bad relatiog to the Belfes Lettres he ex- 
ceiled ; and in which he would have been famous through- 
out Europe, and obtained sn immortal name, if his peo 
hed not been devoted to politics, . He paffed the latter 
part of his life asa miferable martyr, either in polisical 
difputes or the confamption of dry fpiritlefs papers iela- 
ting to the affairs of the Wefl-Tndics, He was great in 
forming plews, but unfteady in carrying them into execu- 
tion ; continued changeablenels was his chief failing, by 
which means he did not long poffefs the fame friends, 
Siate{men enticed and employed him to draw up compofi- 
tions of importance, many of whom hove cut a figure at 
the expence of his labois.---However conhderable his fer- 
vices in this way, be feems to have been moftly paid with 
promiles, for his mens were always fcanty, although his 
wants were few ; in fhort, his affluence never dilurbed 
his repofe,

For this he 
has beea done juftice to by the tribune of Clau- 
dius, by Seneca the elder, Ammianus Marcelli- 
nus, aad the Emperor Julian. 

Julius Cafar, another Roman fill move illudri- 
ous, fignalifed himfelf in a fimiiar manner, as we 
learn from Cicero and Plotarch. It is really wor- 
thy of remark, that the empire of the world was 
then conte‘ted for by two men who were che bett 
fcratchers of theirage; and, for the honour of 
the gods, I would willingly believe, that, at 
Pharfalia, they decided ia javoar of him who had 
brought the art to the highe degree of periec- 
tion. 

There can be no doubt but that, for the laf 
ten years, we haveinherited this fathion from the 
Greeks and Romans ; and all our young heads, 
rounded after the manner of the ancients, are fo 
many proofs of the fact. Is it not, therefore, 
gricvous to behold thote pretty black heads 
icratcued wita fuch barbarous rulticity ? ! am 
ready to faint away then, in the midit of a jaloon, 
or in the mott elegant company, an Alcibiades or 
an Antinous opens his hands like two great combs 
places them behind his ears, and in that form 
drives them from the bottom to the top of his 
head, leaving ten furyows ia his hair to bear tefs 
timony to their paflage.
